Dutch Correspondents Tell 
of Enormously Long Am- 
bulance Trains—Hospitals 
Behind Front Inadequate. 


Amsterdam, March 27.—Enormously 


long ambulance trains are passing 
through Liege and Namur, Belgium, on 
their way to Aix-la-Chapelle and other 
Parts of Germany with wounded men 
from the French battle front, accord-

Many of the wounded have been de- 
trained at Namur, says the correspond- 
ent, who adds that the hospitals in 
northern France have not sufficient 
accommodations for the great stream 
of sufferers.

New York, March 27.—A message 
from David Lloyd-George, prime min- 
ister of Great Britain, calling upon the 
United States to send “American rein- 
forcements across the Atlantic in the 
shortest pessible space of time,” was 
read tonight by Lerd Reading, British 
high commissioner to the United 
States, at a dinner given here in his 
honor. a 

“We are at the crisis of the war, 


attacked by an immense superiority of 


German troops,” said the premier in 
his message. Our army has been 
forced to retire. The retirement has 
deen carried out methodically before 
the pressure of a steady succession of 
fresh German reserves, which are suf- 
fering enormous losses. 

“The situation is being faced with 
splendid courage and resolution. The 
dogged pluck of our troops has for the 
moment checked the ceaseless. onrush 
of the enemy, and the French have 
now joined in the struggle. But this 
battle, the greatest and most momen- 
teus in the history of the world, is 


only just beginning: Throughout it the .

affidavit, it would simply mean that 
he (Cook) would get a new trial, and 
he proposed to exonerate Mrs. Hirsch 
at all events. 

Lee declared that he was without 
friends or influence in the city and left 
immediately for Birmingham and that 
now he fears to return to Atlanta for 
the purpose of testifying, “believing 
that he will either be killed by Cook 
or would be forced to take the life of 
Cook in defense of himself.”

Time has 
been allowed the defeated force to all 
up reserves of men and of guns, new

$90,000,000 — This Makes

Atlanta’s exact allotment for the 
Third Liberty Loan will be $10,000,000, 
it was announced last night. This 
figure was given out following receipt 
of a telegram from Secretary McAdoo, 
in which the amount for the sixth fed- 
eral reserve district was placed

The board of education meets in regular 


session today. 

The main thing up for consideration at 
this meeting is the question of erecting 
three new school buildings, the finances for 
which were provided, at least in part, by 
council early in January. 

It is now nearly April 1, and even if 
the contracts for these three buildings are 
awarded immediately it will be practically 
impossible for actual construction work to 
begin before May 1. Which means that 
only four months would be left in which to 
complete them and have them in readiness 
for the opening of the new school year next 
fall, and if completed by then it would be 
through almost superhumen effort. 

It is imperatively necessary that these 
contracts be let and this work be begun 
without the loss of another day! The mat- 
ter has been delayed far too long; and fur- 
ther delay will be worse than inexcusable. 

Last fall The Constitution urged the 
board of education to have its preliminary 
plans and specifications ready so that when 
the budget should be passed by council in 
January—as everybody knew then that it 
would be—the contracts could be let at 
once, leaving no doubt as to having the 
buildings ready for the opening of the fall 
term next September. 

Those advance plans could have been 
prepared without the expense of a dollar to 
the city; but the board.of education saw fit 
to ignore the suggestion, and nothing was 
done. 

The budget was passed, and still nothing 
was done! 

Now, there are only five months left in 
which to award the contracts and complete 
the three proposed buildings before they 
shall be required for occupancy. 

Still, if no further time is lost, material 
progress can be made, and it will, in fact, 
be barely possible to have the buildings 
nearly enough completed so that they can 
be occupied when, or soon after, the fall 
term begins. 

If they are not ready then, the opening

PETTY POLITICS. 


It is to be regretted that the baneful in- 
fluence of partisan politics has been per- 
mitted to intrude itself into the affairs of 
war in this country at this very inopportune 
time. i 

That the senatorial attack upon the Wil- 
son administration was a political thrust, 
pure and simple, there can be no doubt. 

Those most conspicuous in that attack 
were no less conspicuous in opposition to 
the election of Woodrow Wilson during the 
last presidential campaign. 

The bell wether of the attacking force, 
Hiram Johnson, is probably still chafing 
from the fact that unwittingly he was more 
responsible for Wilson’s second election 
than perhaps any other one man in Amer- 
lea; for if California had not gone for 
Wilson the president would have been de 
feated, and California cast its electoral vote 
for Wilson largely on account of the petty 
political row between Governor Johnson 
and the republican regular leaders in that 
state. | 

Johnson and the republican regular or- 
ganization of California were alike opposed 
to President Wilson, but each hated the 
other so intensely that each was willing to 
sacrifice the chances of republican success 
in that state, even to the extent of defeating 
the national ticket, rather than to have the 
other identified with a republican triumph. 

Those who joined with Senator Johnson 
in that attack are commanders of their par- 
ticular outposts of the general line that is 
forming and having as its objective the 
overthrow of the democratic party at the 
polls next November. 

The United States may be behind in the 
matters of shipbuilding and airplane con- 
struction. But it is well to remember before 
essaying to make political capital out of 
that situation that all of this work—as is 
true of every phase of our military opera- 
tions—is in absolutely non-partisan hands; 
and the probability is that in all of the 
contracts, shipbuilding and otherwise, that 
have: been let, there are more of them in the 
hands of-republicans than have been award- 
ed to democrats, and that there are more 
republicans than democrats engaged in the 
responsible direction of both our shipping 
and airplane programs. ea 

If this is so it is, of course, due merely 
to chance, because the question of politics 
has not been permitted to enter into such 
matters; and, therefore, it is absurd now to 
make our alleged shortcoming in either 
field of operations the basis for political 
attack and for lodging partisan blame. 

If politics had not been at the root of 
this latest outburst of criticism against the 
administration, those men who uttered it 
would have done the justice of praising the 
wonderful achievements that have been. ac- 
complished by the country during the last 
year instead of singling out the few flaws 
as bases of attack! 

It would require more than any partisan 
attack, however, to convince the American 
people that everything that it has been 
humanly possible to do within the short 
period of our belligerency has not been 
done! 

No country in the history of the world 
ever accomplished as much—has ever over- 
come such stupendous obstacles and made 
such wonderful achievements—within one 
year, as has this country since war was 
declared on April 6, 1917. 

True, we have not done all that we 
wanted to do—all that we would have liked 
to have done—but there is not an informed, 
unbiased and fair-minded man, whatever his 
politics may be, who can say that we have 
not done within the year all that it was 
humanly possible to do in that length of 
time! 

This is the deliberate judgment of the 
American people; and they will show that 
it is, in the fall elections—just as it was 
manifested in the four New York congres- 
sional district elections a short time ago, 
where the administration and the adminis- 
tration’s war program was made the direct 
issue.

Prominent Presbyterian Pastor 
Opposes Sunday Movies 


Nditor Constitution: Having been absent 
from the city I have just read in The Con- 
stitution of March 19, the expressions of 
opinion relating to the effort to open the 
moving picture theaters in Atlanta on Sun- 
day. Permit me to submit a few reasons 
stating why, in my judgment, it would be a 
serious mistake to have the theaters open 
on that day. 7 

1. Sunday ia the most outstanding and 
visible token that this is a Christian nation. 
Any theory of the real significance of our 
country is inadequate which faila to recog- 


nize this nation as a capital providence of 
Almighty God, prepared, and now called by 
Him to render a wonderful service to man- 
kind. The original emigrant impulse which 
laid the foundations of this nation and which 
has survived in ita expanding institutions, 
has been distinctly Christian. It was in- 
tolerant at times in earlier days, and not 
true to its real spirit, but its long and 
splendid development has been marked by 
genuine tolerance to those who were of other 
creeds, or of no creeds. An open Bible, a 
free church and regard for the bbath day 
have been signs and tokens of the great 
and vital moral impulse in American life. 

Whenever any of these elements in the 
moral life of America have been ignored 
or set aside, there has been a corresponding 
loss of genuine Americanism. The German 
estimate of Sunday is one of the most per- 
nicious and demoralizing influences which 
have ever sought acceptance in American 
life. While none of the gentlemen advo- 
cati open theaters on Sunday in Atlanta 
wou knowingly encourage a leaven which 
would be hurtful to wholesome and normal 
Americanism, they should stop to consider, 
in this day, when our country needs as never 
before, to be true to its best self, the real 
tendency of their position. 

2. It is a serious mistake to antagonize 
unnecessarily the sincere convictions of the 
great mass of the Christian people of Atlanta 
at a time when we are all pulling together 
with an umprecedented unanimity and ef- 
fectiveness.

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HAVING SEVEN-YEAR ITCH.

STILL 


| An inquiry receiveed the other day from 


another city, bears the interesting informa- 
tiop that the seven-year itch still prevails in 
some communities of this great free country. 
Also that the health administration of some 
‘villages is about as important, in the esti- 
mation of the village fathers, as is? the 
ventilation of the county jail. Most of the 
school children have this rash, which doc- 
tors say ig the seven-year itch, and a great 
many adults are afflicted with it, too. No 
one seems td be able to determine the cause, 
unless it is something in the diet. Work- 
ing in a bank, I have occasion to notice 
how prevalent the trouble is. There has been 
some talk of closing the schools, but the 
school board decided against it.” . 

Closing the schools for scabies! It is @ 
sad commentary on the blindness of other- 
wise enlightened communities to modern 
sanitation. The schools are too often closed 
for contagious disease; worse still, some be- 
nighted health officer. “fumigates” the 
schoolroom and pronouncess the danger past. 
This practice reminds one of a bumped child 
whipping the floor, that bumped him. Fumi- 
gation ia a deplorable waste of good money 
and no protection to public health. It is 4 
mere rite based upon discarded theories. 
It never adds in any sense to the safety of 
the community in time of epidemic. It is 
too much like closing the stable after the 
old mare has gone, 

The “seven-year-itch” was so named in 
the dark agess of sanitation—-the time before 
soap and water became popular. Not that 
scabies is a disease only of the unwashed; 
on the contrary, it is as likely to infect our 
first families as is typhoid fever or small- 
pox or any other “filth” disease. The itch 
mite is not particular about the social status 
of the host, so long as the burrowing is 
good and the medical talent of the com- 
munity not utilized early and often. Seven 
hours is long enough for any intelligent per- 
son to have the itch; seven days is at least 
six days too long. 

Carefully examined before the picture is 
smeared up by maltreatment, scabies (the 
itch) may be diagnosed at once by any 
well trained physician, and its absolute cure 
is a matter of one or two vigorous inunc- 
tions with scientifically prepared sulphur 
ointment (not sulphur and lard, not sulphur 
soap) and a rigid disinfection by boiling, of 
all clothing, and bedclothing that may have 
been infested with the invisible itch mite 
from any one having the disease.

The hair of Private Rufus Reynolds 
turned gray after eight months in the 
thes in Flanders, but true Yankee boy 
that he is, he stayed in the fight for democ- 
racy until a Boche shell carried away his 
right leg at the knee. 8 ee 
_ Before Reynolds enlisted in the Forty- 
sevénth battalion, Canadian Overseas army, 
he had a good job as a surveyor in Boston, 
Mass. Reynolds is a true American right 
down to the marrow, and early in the game, 
the feeling grew in him that he had a part 
to play in upholding world demooraty. He 
goon became convinced that it was his per- 
sonal duty as a descendant of Revolutionary 
heroes to get into the fight across the big 
pond and register his protest against the 
outrages of the savage Hun. <a 

So one day Reynolds threw up his job, 
packed his grip and boarded a train for 
Canada, where he joined a regiment of as 
fine a collection of Canadian daredevils as 
you would care tq see. ‘ 

Before Reynolds had been many weeks in 
the trenches, he thought many times of his 
nice, easy surveyor’s job back in Boston, 
but he never flinched once in his purpose 
to stick in until the end. He cheerfully ac- 
cepted all of the discomforts of trench life 
and fought rate and body lice as well as 
Boches. 

Not very long ago Reynolds went “over 
the top” with the rest of his comrades. The 
Canadian contingent had been ordered to 
take a line of German trenches. Reynolds 
was one of the first over and plunged for- 
ward with leveled bayonet in the face of a 
terrific fire. The Huns popped with their 
rifes and threw hand grenades, and the 
German artillery opened a terrible barrage 
Are. 

The Canadians lunged bravely forward, 
their ranks being rapidly thinned by the 
hail of bullets and shells. 

A shell dropped near Reynolds and burst. 
one of the fragments tearing’ off his right 
leg. He fell face downward, while those of 
his companions who survived were obliged 
to retreat to their trenches. 

Then commenced a seige of horror and 
suffering for Reynolds—horror and suffering 
that turned his hair from brown to gray. 

For fourteen hours he lay in “No Man's 
Land,” while shells burst near him, and 
bullets whistled over his prostrate body. 
Around him were scores of dead. Reynolds 
managed to contrive a tourniquet which he 
fixed about the bleeding stump of his leg. 
That was all that saved him from pleeding 
to death. 

A dozen times Reynolds fainted and re- 
vived again, and each time he regained con- 
sciousness the din of the inferno of “No 
Man’s Land” resounded in his ears. In the 
early light of the following morning he at- 
tempted to wriggle back to his lines. His 
companions saw him, and in the face of the 
hail of death, four of them risked their 
lives by going “over the top” to the rescue. 

They carried him back to safety. Rey- 
nolds was out of the fight after that—that 
is the actual fighting, but he is still doing 
his bit for democracy by going around the 
country and lecturing in the interest of Y. 
M. C. A. huts. 0 

„It they'd take one-legged men in the 
United States army,” said Reynolds, regret- 
fully, “I'd be over there now doing my bit 
again against those beastly Huns. A man 
who plays the part of the slacker in this 
war should be run out of the country. Upon 
this war depends whether we are going to 
be slaves or free. Where is the red-blooded 
American who wants to pay homage to the 
kaiser?”
